was taken in a hack to Riverside hospital,
where he lleg in n precarious condition

Start About Midnikht,
The crowd which did the smashing met on
\ West Curtls street, nbout two blocks from
the Joint. The estimates of the number
vary from thirty to sixiy At a  few
moments past 12 o'clock the prowd moved
east on Curtls street .o Jackson sireei.
The wholesale ilquor house (8 & small frame
bullding at the rear of Curtis’ home, which
faces on Curtls street. The crowd turned
south on Jackson sireot and crossed the
rear of the lows beiweon the wstreet and
the liguor house. In one of the yards by a
wood plle was a log & fool thick at the
large and and about ten feet long. A half
dozen men seized the log and used It as a
battering ram. The men with the log
( rushed at the door and at the first blow the
lock wan broken, the door gave way and
the crowd rushed In. At the first rush the
lantern which the crowd carried was ex-
tinguished and the work was done in the
dark. 5

Threo men stood on the lpside and passed
the cancs and kegs of beer 1o men In the
doorway, who threw them Into the yard to
he smashed. The crowd used heavy sledges,
axes, manons’ hammers nod crowbars. Thoe
owners of the beer made no resistuoce,
Patrolman Boyles and Watchman Connoy
were called from the Unlon Paclfic depot,
two blocks away. Hefore the officers ar-
rived thirty cases and two Kegs had been
smashed and the debris was scattered over
the yard. When the ofMcers arrived the
crowd fell back (o a diteh near Jackpon
strect, where the leader succeeded (o rally
ing the force, While the crowd was being
driven back two or three shots wore fired
When the crowd retreated to Jackion street
the oMcers were near the bullding and
Adams was between the oMcers und the
crowd. When he was shot he fell by a pile
of wood. OfMcer Boyles asserts that Adams
was fucing west and running toward the
crowd when he was ghot, When Adamas fell
the crowd thought he had tripped over the
plle of wood.

Btutes with Cubue, substantially as follows:

1. Thut the government of Cuba shall

military or naval purposes or otherwlse
